In my letter to you of l8th June I told vou th?^t 
I was hopin? to obtain the necessary funds to conduct an 
exnerimental operation in Tehran for some six or eight months, 
for the Dunose of evaluating the material which can be 
monitored from there. I am now glad to say that the 
necessary authority has been given, and that I hope shortly 
to set up a small operation there on the same lines as 
Stockholm. Accommodation at the moment is causing a slight 
difficulty, but as soon as the way is clear I will go ahead 
with the necessa.i*y arraingements. My intention is to go 
there myself with Rubinstein end an Engineer to start the 
thing off, ultimately leaving one monitor to record and send 
back the belts to Caversham for transcription. 

As we will certainly find a degree of overlap 
between the transmissions receivable in Tehran and those 
monitored in Cyprus, I would propose that, if ’'■on agree, 
Rubinstein on 'nis way to Tehran should spend perhaps two 
days at Kirrenia, in order to make himself completely 
familiar with the up-to-date reception conditions there in 
so far as transmissions which might he receivable in Tehran 
are concerned. If you see no objection in this, I would be 
glad to have a signal from you on receipt of this letter, as 
I am hoping - possibly optimistically - to get things 
started in two or three weeks.

As I said in ray previous tetter, the mst^^rial 
monitored from Tehran will be made available to your London 
Bureau in the usual vay, and I shall in due course hope to 
have from you an assessment of its value by your cons'omers. 

I am afraid I have as yet no further informfition 
to ^ive you on the reactions at this end to your African 
survey, but I would appreciate any information which you 
have as to the likelihood, or otherwise, o^ your obtaininx' 
autboritv to carrv out any or all of vour proposals in this 
direction. I will, of course, keep -rou informed of any 
oevelopraents here or proposals which may emerye. 

I Ioojc ■f'orward to seein? vou in October, and 
wonder whether ’'’’ou are visitiny us at the beyinniny or end 
of -^our trip, and when you will be leaving Iw-shington. No 
doubt Mrs. Anderson will be able to let me have this 
information in due course.

IhRnk you for your letter of 20th May which 
crossed wine to you of 29th M?y, in which I told you that 
I hoped to let you have comcents i.i cue course on the 
report of your recent African surre/, I aa not yet in a 
position to give you any official comment, but 3 rou hare 
asked me for my own person?’ 1 view and I will willing give 
it to you, on the understanoln:' th^ft I cannot com-iit 
either the BBC or our official users here to anything at 
this stage. 


There is no doubt in my mind that coverage of 
Africa la a task which h? s iirportance at the aosent and 
certainly will have greater importance as time .'oes on. 
froB the point of view of value of material, I would place 
\j lorth Africa and East Africa as pf greater import^ 

than Vest AfWca. nie latter, I think, will always be 
inclin^ to have iiaited interest as compared with the 
other two. As between North Africa and East Africa, my 
feeling is that short term monitoring of North Afiic a is 
going to be very valuable, but I tin Inclined to tnlak that 
long term monitoring in Last Africa will become even more 
isportant , ^ffT^tMnlT unooubtedly this is” true fror the 
British point of view. If the 33C v ere to join with you 
in this overall monitorin.' effort, rr.y own feeling would be 
that I would like to p*,rticip?- te in t,h'» operation, and 
perhaps assume responsislli ty for the La^t Africar. ''over- 
age. If we were able to set up ? monitorin^' station say 
in Mslr6br^Tt.li^duIti 8eem~'td^^^F^^ edvantH, es as 

a site to Asmara, and in accition it woula able to 
serve the Commonwealth territories in that area which are 
at the moment doing a certain amount of local monitoring. 
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This Is in addition, of course, to any nonitorlng' in the 
East African area a^ would strengthen our Joint eoreraga 
of the lear and Middle East. 



Fmo this, I think it will be clear that ay 
om personal opinion is rery strongly for our taking on 
tldo took, and I an trying to interest our people in it 
•t tks preoent tine. Whether or not this will be e osie a 
pmctieal possibility is, of course, another natter as fOnds 
for ineroasod nonitorlng are not at all easy to acquire. I 
vill let you know, as soon as I an in a position to do so, 
what the official reaction here is, but I would like you to 
know ay own views about it and the way I an trying to 
influence natters at this end. You will, I know, a,>preeiate 
that this is entirely a personal view and express^ to yw in 
ewfidenee ^d cannot in any way ccMtail , ais 
either the tdC or our (^vezruBent. 


I an very sorry I have not sent you before a 
copy of Rubinstein 'a survey in Ankara and Tehran. I have 
bean waiting deliberately until I could give you farther 
infomatioa ebout likely devslopnenta in that area. I 
enelose a copy of this report, from which you will see that 
ve feel there are distinct possibilities about Tehran, and 
wbat I want to do is tOy Conduct an experiment^ starti ng as 
as the necessary funds can be made available and 


edntlnulng for sixor eight months so that an evaluation of STAT 
the naterial nonit orable from Tehran can be nade. I have 

got the support of and the Foreign Office for this 

sad ■■ at ths preaaot uouent waiting tha rasult of a request 
to ths Treasury for tho necassary funds to bs nsde availahls. 

X ■■ not nnhopefttl that this may ba fortheoaing, but, of 

one eannot ba cartain until fonal Treasury approval 
given. I will let you know as soon as things have 
this stags and what plans asMrge thereafter. Ny 
iatsntiOB, assuaing funds are forthcoaing, is to conduet 
■n operation on tha saao lines as Stoekhola, i.e. raeord 
antorlal in Tehran and transeriba the belte in Cavershaa.
